Shaw, wealthy retired director 
of the International Trade Mart, 
at New Orleans, has been booked 
on a charge **conspiracy to 
commit murder” in the Kenn^ 
assassination investigation being 
runb y eNw Orleans Dist Atty. 
Jim Ganison.

Lark said the Justice Depart- 
ent knows what Garrison’s 
ise involves, and does not con- 
der it valid.

lion, J. Lee Rankin, said earlier 
■hat ”as far as I know, we've 
Ei»rer heard of this person 
IShaw).”

“On the evidence that the FBI 
has, there was no connection 
found” between Shaw and the 
assassination of the President 
in Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963, Clark

“That's right,*’ Clark rq^lied. 
p&oth (ha FBI and the Justice 
Department bad previously re- 
fo^ to discuss the arrest of 
Shaw. 

Sbaws arrest was the first in 
Garrison’s assassination probe. 

“There wiUl be more arrests, 
a considerable number of 
them,** said Garrison, 

Shaw, 54, a decorated Army

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major in World War II, was re- 
leased on $10,000 bond after his 
arrest last night. 

Shaw’s luxurious French Quar- 
ter home was searched for 
nearly three hours by Garrison’s 
agents. The dozen men who 
made the search carried away 
five cardboard boxes filled with 
various items, including books 
and a rifle or shotgun in a 
canvas case. 

It wasn’t clear whether Shaw 
is accused of taking part in 
conspiratorial talk about killing 
Preadent Kennedy or of taking 
part in a conspiracy which in 
fact ended in the actual assas- 
sina4on. 

Shaw brushed past newsmen 
without a word when he was 
released after being booked, 
fingerprinted and photographed. 

He was arrested in Garrison’s 
office, where he had appeared 
for quesfiootng, in response to 
sulH>oena. 

Garrison has vowed to prove 
that a conspiracy conceived in 
New Orleans “culminated in the 
assassination of Presideiit John 
F. Kennedy’’ hr Dallas Nov. 22, 
1963. 

The Warren Commission con- 
. eluded that Lee Harvey Oswald, 
a former New Orleans resident, 
shot the President and found 
no credible evidence that any 
one else was involved. ! 

Kennedy Admirer 
(Shaw was described as a 
j “political liberal, very admiring 
of President Kennedy,” by Jesse 
» Core, who worked with Shaw 
» at the Trade Mart in 1963. 

* United Press International said. 
(Shaw “talked of voting for 
Kennedy and wore a Kennedy 
for President button” in 1960, 
Core said 

(Shaw said in an interview 
last week he saw Oswald dis- 
tributing Fair Play for Cuba 
committee leaflets near the old 
Trade Mart in 1963 but never 
met Oswald and bad not talked ' 
to him, UPI said.) 

The anoouncement of Shaw’s 
arrest said: 

“Mr. Shaw wiH be charged 
with partidpatioa in a conspira- 
cy t© murder John F. Kennedy. 

“It should be panted out, « 
however, that the nature of this 
case is not conducive to an im- 
madiote succession of arrests at 
this time. However, other ar- 
I rests will be made at a later 



date.”

The point was brought up due 
to the wording of the announce- 
ment — “a” conspiracy, not 
“the” conspiracy — and be- 
cause of Garrison’s previous 
remark that not one but several 
oonspirades were involved in 
his probe. 

Garrison said he would file a 
bill of information against 
Shaw. 

Asked what was meant by 
“immediate succession of ar- 
rests,” William Gurviefa* the 
chief investigator, explained it 
as, “no other arrests are immi- 
nent. However, an arrest may 
occur tomorrow, or an arrest 
may occur a month from now.” 

The International Trade Mart, 
in an impressive 33-story struc- 
ture at the foot of Canal Street, 
Is a privately supported, non- 



profit organization formed to 
promote trade through the Port 
of New Orleans. 

After 18 years as managing 
director, Shaw retired Oct. 1, 
1965, to pursue his personal in- 
terests and nianage his es- 
tate holdings. 

At the retirement ceremony, 
Shaw was presented a plaque 
and the International Order of 
Merit of the City of New Or- 
leans Medal. 

He was awarded the Ooix de 
Guerre by France during World 
War n, and the Legion of Merit 
and Bronze Star by the United 
States. 

Before returning here in 1947, 
Shaw was briefly engaged in 
advertising and p^lic relations 
work in New York City. He js^aa 
bom in Kentwood, La. His fami 
ly moved here when he was 5.
